S Ifaack typt the Prince of 

peace, 
As« had great trouble in his life, 
Though God him bleſt , gave 


him increaſe, 
Yet hee had almoſt loſt his wife, 
Rabeckas bewty ſtirred ftrite, 
Thoſe people thought ſhe was a mayd; 
And Ifaacks words they were lo rife, 
Whichto this King ſo much had fayd, 
Becauſe be dwelt by them in feare, 
Told him that ſhee bis fiſter were, 


But atthe aft truth came to light, 
As hee out of his window lay, 
Had theſe two perſons in his fight, 
And did behold their ſport and play, 
Then bee to Ifaeck thus did fay, 
Why toldeſt thou me ſuch a thing, 
One of my folke had almoſt lay 
With this thy wife. And then this King 
Told his men, it would coft his life 
That touched Ifaack or his wite, 


Then Ifaack be did ſow hisland,; 
Found hundredfold increaſe that yeare, 
God bleſt all things hee tooke in hand 
Whereat this people angry were, 


And King Abimeleck did feare, 

Sayd, thou art mightier then wee. 

So Kaack went to Gerar there 

At his returning back did fee 

The wells full earth his father made, 
Which is the Romiſh heardmens trade; 


Thoſe heardmen gave them other 
names 

Then Abraham had given before, 
Which atterturned to their ſhames. 
Theſe wells brought 1faack trouble more 
Then all his wealth, though hee had ſtore 
For water hee could hardly want, 
His cattell would be quickly poore, 
For water in that land was ſcant, 
He gott theſe wells, againe was glad, 
Gaye them the narues before they had.. 


Then Ifaacks ſervants dig'd anew. 
And found a living water ſpring, 
Which troubled that curſed crew. 
Great ſtrifearoſe about this thing, 
The men of Gerar there ſtryving, 
Told Ifaacks men this was theit owne;: 
But ſeeing they no proofe could bring 2, 
By name of ſtrife this well was knowne; 
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Yet after this digged anothey, 
or the other, 


SolIfaack did remove from thence 
Digg'd one for which they ſtrived nor, 
He ſaw Gods heiping hand from whence 
Helarged was,and roome had got, 

A fruitfull place fell ro his lot, 

Who ſayd that now he ſhould increaſe, 
Thereof he wanted not a jor, 

For afterward heliv'd in peace 

From thence went to Berſheba right, 
And God appear'd to him that night. 


And thus the Lord to Ifaack fayd, 
T amthy Fathers God ſayd hee, 
And therefore be thou not afrayd, 
For I will bleſſe and byde by thee, 
Increaſe thy feed this ſhalt thou ſee, 
Who did which him a Covenant make, 
With many words that did agree, 
That this was all for Abrahams fake, 
Then Ifaack did theſe things record, 
An Altar built call'd on the Lord. 


Abimeleck then to Iſaack went, 
Which Capraine Phicall call'd by name, 
And Ifaack aſked his intent, 

Becauſe for ſtrife from them he 
came; 
Theſe words might make him bluſh for 
ſhame. 
He ſaw the Lord with Iſaack was, 
Hecame for peace, and ſought the fame, 
Iſaack agreed, it came to pas, 
In feaft they ech to other ſwore, 
Atd after fell at ſtrife no more,
